THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE DOES 
ORDAIN AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION I. Section 4306 (a) of 
the Sierra Madre Municipal Code 
Is amended as follows: 

5306(a) License fee for keeping 
and maintaining a dog In the 
said City of Sierra Madre Is 
hereby fixed as follows: 

For spayed bitches or neu- 
icrcd males, the sum of 
$5.00 per year and for every 
other dog the sum of $ 10.00 
except as hereinafter pro¬ 
vided, It shall not be ncces- 
lary to procure a Itccn.se or 
pay a license fee hereunder 
for any dog under the age 
of 4 month-s. Each such 
llconso shall be payable an¬ 
nually In advance of the 
first day of July of each 
year and the same shall 
expire at midnight of the 
30th day of June of the 
fuccedlng year. 

Senior Citizens 65 years of 
age or older, at the time of 
application an l owning the 
dog. shall qualify for a re¬ 
duction of the above li¬ 
cense fee of 50%. 

SECTION n. This ordinance 
shall be considered an urgency 
measure to preserve the public 
peace, health and safety and to 
encourage tho licensing of all 
dogs on an Immediate and timely 
basis. The ordinance shall take 
effect Immediately and Include 
all pending applications peinmant 
tc Section 36937 of the Govern¬ 
ment Code. 

SECTION III. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause 
the same to be published once In 
the Sierra Madre News, a weekly 
newspaper of general circulation, 
published and circulated in the 
City of Sierra Madre.

Tax Upon Tax? 


Tire S ate of California and its 58 counties are neaping 
a windfall through a sales tax on gasoline. 

Tlte six per cent sales tax on each gallon of gasoline 
(4.75 per cent to the state and 1.25 per cent to couniiesl 
is collected, not only on the base price of gasoline, but also 
on a seven cen^ per gallon motor vehicle fuel tax and a 
federal tax of four cents a gallon. 

State and county .sales tax revenues from gasoline 
in California increased from $140 million in 1973 to $344.27 
million kn 1978, more than double. This is based on con¬ 
sumers using 10.36 billion gallons of fuel in 1973 and 
11.88 billion gallons in 1978 with a total sales lax reve¬ 
nue of $1,588 billion to the state and counties! 

The California Board of Efiualb.ation informed the 
Gliamher this week that during the first quarter of 1979 
consumers used 2.9 billion gallons of fuel with a sales 
tax of $1.59 million going to the state ajtd counties — and 
this is only the first quar.er! 

Total .sales tax coll(?ction on fuel from 1972 through 
the first quarter of 1979 was $1.75 billion with the gallons 
of fuel being corwumed Increasing every year. 

While the base price of ga.soline has increased from 
24 cents to 80 cents from 1972 to the present, the fact that 
the sales tax is tollecteei on the base price plus 11 cents 
combined federal and state motor vehicle fuel tax ha.s 
resulted in a constantly increasing sales tax windfall. 

The sales tax on gasoline not only drives up the cost 
of fuel to indivlluals but becomes a <x>stly burden to busi¬ 
ness, a heavy user due to transportation involved in the 
manufacture, supply and delivery of products, increasing 
costs for the consumer. 

The Chamber sttx^" illustrates: 1) sUte and counties 
arc profiling from rising gasoline prices through con¬ 
stantly Increasing revenue from the gasoline sales tax, 
and 2) revenues colketed are toeing used wiUi no ton 
sideration of a reduction in tlie sales tax on gasoline to 
aid torwumers and help fight inflation. 

This state sales tax collectt'd on fuel goes into the 
General Fund so exact s|)en(flng is unaccountable. 

Why We Are In Trouble! 

Southern California Edison Company president Wil 
liam R. Gould recently expressed deep disappointment at 
the surprise annaunc"emcnt bj- the Arizona Public Service 
Company of its decision not to continue with the licen 
slrrg process for additions to the Palo Verde Nuclear Gener 
atlng Station, 

The proposed addrition.s, in which Edison was to have 
be<m a major partner, would have provided needed elec¬ 
tric power to Soutthewi Californians In the late 1980s. 

Gould, commenting on Arizona Public Service’s with 
drawal of a proposal to construct two additional units at 
its Palo Verde Nuclear Generating Station site near Phen?- 
ntx, said; 

"The decision toy APS not to continue with the addi¬ 
tional units is regrettable but understandable. Edison felt 
It could get approval from the California regulatory agen¬ 
cies. but our out of state par ners felt otherwise and did 
not want to take the chance of costly delays, 

' The loss of the planned additions is partltrularly dam¬ 
aging becau.se nuclear power is a proven, pollution-free 
and economical resourex? whic'h can help to make our na¬ 
tion less reliant upon foreign oil imported at increasingly 
higher cost to consumers.” 

Edi.son immediately will seek replacement generating 
sources, Gould .said, noting that the cancelled Units 4 and 
5 at Palo Verde would have provided to Edison cus¬ 
tomers a to al of nearly 850 mi'gawatts of power by 1990 
(enough to serve about 500,(X)0 average residences). 

Ekii.son is planning to build a coal-flro(J plant to be 
sited in the Eastern California desert which will have other 
utilities, including the CaliforJiia Department of Water 
Resources, as partners. 

".t is im|)erative that this coal plant proceed on sche¬ 
dule in light of texlay’s announcement by APS,” Gould 
said. 

Edison, which would have beeai a 32.3 per cent part¬ 
ner in the now-cancelled Units 4 and 5 of the Palo Verde 
Nuclear Generating Station, s ill is a participant (15.8 per 
cent partnership) in PVNGS’ units 1, 2 and 3, which will 
provicle a total of 579 megawatt-s to Edi.son in the mid 
1980, the comi>any noted. 

(k)uld said Edison will (X)ntinue other potential gen¬ 
era, ion projec-ts, including power provided by solar, wind, 
g(K>tliermal, clean fuel from coal and other alternate 
energy forms. 

While increased conservation efforts and expanded re¬ 
search and development of alternate energy systems will 
give some measure of relied from siependency upon costly 
foreign oil, Edison s ill will need to rely upon presently 
ommercially proven power resources which, in the main, 
include low-.sulfur oil from abroad. 

For the future, Edison will continue to cooperate with 
utilities in neghboring slater in the common searc'h for 
power resources, Gould said. He added the long-standing 
sharing of generating facilities by western utilities has 
provcKl beneficial to consumers of all systems and will 
continue.
